and compelled to retire within the 
walls, leaving their dead and wounded 
on the field.

the farm ho^se or for that mutter in 
any home than the plan of having 
some member of the i.-"-3lly read the 
paper or some book aloud. This plan 
will interest all nnd tends to invite 
comment and discussion. The habit of 
each member of the family reading to 
himself might well give way to the 
plan suggested. 


When the con" comes to he the cor- 


ner stone of farm administration she 
always works a marvelous change and 
always for the better. No store bills 
are run up, she is soon followed by the 
big reel barn, the crops begin to in- 
crease and the land become more fer- 
tile, while before long a bank account 
takes the place of that old blister of a 
farm mortgage. It always works this 
way. 


Modern methods of transportation 


have practically annihilated distance. 
A bushel of oats or corn is worth as 
much today 120 miles' northwest of St. 
I'HBl ai> it is within twenty miles of 
Chicago. The farmers of tLe far west 
arc gutting the benefit of tbe long haul 
car load rate, nud, so far as prices for 
farm products are concerned, if a mau 
is located within easy distance of hid 
market town it makes but little differ- 
ent- whether he Ims a farm in central 
Illinois or northwesters Minnesota. 


We note, as usual, this fall the old 


chestnut going the rounds that a lijfht 
frost would help the belated corn to 
mature. This is nn error, for under no 
circumstances will frost ever prove 
beneficial to immature corn. 
If the 


crop is not well ripened awl n frost is 
looked for it Is infinitely better to cut 
up the crop and let It ripen on the 
Juices of the stalk In the shock. 


We knew of a number of cases in the 


middle of September where men had : 
from fifty to a hundred tons of good i 
tame buy hi their bams and from tliir- j 
ty to fifty acres of good cora in the 
Held. The hay will sell this winter for 
from $25t> to S30C.. but they will feed it 
out and let the corn fodder which could 
well take the place -j2 *h» hay go to 
waste. This is poor mat.afcv'Uit-;st. It 
is one of the leaks on the average farm 
which should be stopped.

whom they have no responsibility and. 
to avoid the- extension and complica- 
tion of the tramp problem by injudici- 
ous transportation.
